FOUND IN WOOD3

Body of Strange Animal Explains
Puzzling Hoofprints Left
in the Snow

SENT TO THE STATE MUSEUM

The Spinal Column Extends B8ix
Inches Behind Junction with Hind
Legs, Somewhat After the Manner

of the Tail of a Kangaroo.

Burlington, N. J.-—If anybody ever
doubted that a “Jersey devil” left Its
strange and purzling hoofprints in
the snow of this and andjoining States
Inst winter, proof was produced here
that the scare was nover due to high-
balls. There is on exhibit in this city
the caromss of the queerest animal
ever seen about here, a beast not on
the schedule of any nnatural history
ever read by any one of this section,

The animal’'s body, still In good con-
ditlon, s though it had been dead
only & short while, was found by Mor-
riz Cabinsky of this city, and Charles
Malsbury of Kinkora, In the woods
near Kinkora, and was brought to this
city, whera hundreda have =meen and
marvelled. Photograplsa have been
made of the beast and Prof. Henry
Morse, curator of the State Museum,
will be asked to give the animal a
name and place it where it helongs—
if he is able to do so.

The boya thought at first they had
come upon the carcass of a hig wild-
cat, but it looked mo queer to them
that they decided to carry It Into town,

The body of the animal s about
twenty inches long and thin. The
egpinal column extends six Inches bas-
hind the junction with the hind legs
ifke the tall of a kangaroo, but this
again Is tipped with nine inches of
tail ke m squirrel’s, but of reddish
brown fur. The strangest feature of
all and that which would seem to
convict it of last winter's famous
hoofprints, s found In the fore legs
and feet. The legs are fifteen Inches
long, comslsting of four jolnts and
socketed to these ares the feet, which
take the form of a broad, flat bone
with a distinct heel. The foot bones
are two and a half Inchen long and
over an Inch broad in a =olld plece.

It the animal travelad by leaps
bending the two fore feet down to-
gether he would land after each long
gpring with the feet forming the puz-
zling effect of the hoofprints in the
gnow lsst winter. The rear feet
would explain the findilng of "ecat"
prints near the hoof marks, What
looks like tha framework of a palir of
ghort wings risea from the animal's
back, just above its short hind legs,

The blg mouth ls set with sharp
teeth three quarters of an Inch long.
while the head is adormed with long,
lance-llke ears and whiskers four
inchea long.

A BOUTH BEA MASSACRE.

Natives Attack and Burn Trading
Vessel.

Victoria, B. C.—Further detalls of
the massacres In New Britain re
ceived by the steamer Marama are to
the effect that Captain Lindsay, of the
ketch Rabaul, and ten of his crew
were murdered and burned. The trad-
ing vessel was looted and also burned.

Captaln Lindsay, owner and mastor
of the Rabaul, waa off the east coast
of New Britain, about two hundred
miles from Herbertshone, recruiting
laborers. About sundown, when he
anchored his ship for tha night, a
gawarm of natlve cances came off, and
the blacks asked that he come ashore,
as plenty of men were ready to sign
a8 lpborers., Captain Lindsay went
on land and was escorted to a big na-
tive house, where about a hundred
blacks were gatherad.

As he stepped In he was struck
down from bhehind with a spear, and
the blacka sprang upon him with
knives, He fell bleeding from scores
of wounds and was hacked to death,
The body was then dragged out to the
beach and burned. The fotilla of
canoes them went off to the Rabaul
and blacks swarmed aboard, One
after another the ten men of the crew
were slaughtered. Then, while they
lay, some dead, some mortally wound-
ed on the deck, n rald was made on
the stores and kerosene pourad over
the deck and In the holds, making the
ghip & funeral pyre for the murdered
men., 8Ship and victims were com:
pletely destroyed,

The Rev. Thomas Hazzard told how
the boy's body was covered with
scars and marks, and when found by
him the lad could hardly talk.

GENSOR OF DRESS
FOR SHOPGIRL

Puffs and Rats Barred With Gum
and Peekaboos For New
York Saleswomen

JEWELS ARE ALSO FORBIDDEN

Colors and Tight
Must not Be Worn In Blg Stores—
They Must Dress “Neatly” on Aver-
age of $8 a weak.

What a Salesgirl in a
Mew York Store Must
and Must not Do.

She MUST Not

Chew gum or powder her nose,
Rouge her cheeks,
Wear "rats™ or "puffs,”
Wear bright colors or jewelry,
Woear thin waists that show har

lingerie,
Wear tight fitting dresses that

show her figure.

She MUST

Be neat,
Dress well,
Wear clean llnen,
Wear elther black or white,
Arrange her hair prettily.

The average salary of a New
York saleswoman ls $8 a week.

New York, N. Y.—The above facts
were learned by a little tour of In-
vestigation prompted by the announce-
ment that one of Chicago's largest de-
partment stores has adopted a system
of censorship over Its ealeswomen.
She is an official woman censor,
whose duty is to pass among the wom-
en employees In the emporium, sug-
gest madifications, and when neees-
sary to enforce them.

Beneath the more maternally tact-
ful ecognomen of “matron,” In the
New York department stores all the
functions of the Chicago “Sensor' are
fulfilled. In practically every depart-
ment store In New York there Is
somewhere a kindly faced woman
whose duty it is to curb sartorical
bigh spirits and anties,

In one of the city's largest stores
the dress of 250 girls, ranging In age
from fifteen years Indefilnitely wup-
ward, {a supervised by a woman of
diserimination, who Is a trained nurse
and student of roclal problems. In a
white pique uniform and with a gen-
eral air of “mothering” it was plain
that tact of this particular “Matron-
Censor" Invariably carried her se-
curely across the thin fce of pride
which often surrounds a girlish heart

With a Httle gesture of despair the
uniformed matron proclaimed her
chief difficulty In regulating the dress
of the girls in her charge.

“It |8 thelr halr!" she sighed, "It
{8 80 hard to get & woman to change
the manner of dressing her hair, and
it 1s so hard to make these girls un-
derstand that the halr of a businesa
woman should be neatly and plainly
arranged. In all else the girls are
easy to lead.

“There are so many different ways
of making a suggestion. There are
260 girls here, and I Kknow every one
of them personally. 1 Hke every one
of them, and one does not resent a
suggestion from a frlend that is ob-
viously for one's own welfare,

“In this store we have three rules
that we enforces particularly. We will
not permit a girl to chew gum. There
are slgns In all the departments de-
voted to employees which read:

“*Employees who find it necessary
to chew gum during business hours
will kindly seek employment else-
where.'

“We Insist that the girls dress thelr
halr simply, nnd we will not tolerate
the use of cosmetles.”

In another blg department store, &
keen, qulck business woman asslsts
the man in charge of the department
which employs the saleswomen,

“The moment 1 ssee a girl's natural
taste in dress 1 can tell what sort of &
business woman she Is going to malke,”
this clothes censor aflirmed. "Of
conurse, the girls sometimes make
minor mistakes after they get here—
too much jewelry, or something of
that kind, but usually a hint 18 suffi-
clent. I speak (o them because I
think a woman can broach such a sub-
ject more tactfully.

“These absurdly tight dresses that
are now the fashion have given us
gome trouble. We cannot have girls
behind the counters in costumes that
consplenously and  vulgarly dlsplay
the lnes of the figure. Most of the
girls, though, wear aprons, and these
do much to counteract the clinglog
gowns."

Practically all the department
stores In this clty allow the salsswom-
en in thelr employ to purchase from
them with a digcount varying from 6
to 16 per cent, Also many of the
stores permlit a4 reasonable purchase,
the amount to be subsequently taken
In small Instalments from the sales-
woman's salary, Other stores have a
mutual loan association, where a girl
in need of a dresa or sult may borrow
the money to buy It without payment
of Interest., Several of the higher
grade stores supply the saleswomen
in the garment departments with one
good black dress each year,

Few of the saleswomen are married,
and the demand among the shops \s
far the woman who Uves at home,

When the
mother, Mrs. James Sanders, awoke
ghe saw the cat sitting on the child's
breast. Greatly frightened, she used
A broom to drive the animal away.
The cat leaped from the bed and was
forced Into the kitehen., There |t
turned on the woman and sprang on
her shoulder. Mrs. Sanders threw it
to the floor and, using the hroom,
drove the enraged animel out of the

kitchen window,

When she hastened back to her
baby Mrs. Sanders observed the In-
fant's hands were cold. She ghouted
for help, and other women tenants
rushed in. One of them ecalled a po-
lHeeman, who sent for an ambulance,
Dr. Drigeoll came from St. Catherine's
Hospltal, and as soon as he looked at
the child pronounced him dead. An
autopsy was performed to determine
definitely the ecnuse of death. Mra.
Banders was told the cat probably
had sucked the child's breath away,
thereby causing death from suffoca-
tlon. Beveral casea of the same sort
are on record.

CHICAGO HAS CENSOR OF DRESS.

Women Employees of Department
Store Have to Obey Her Orders.
Chleago,—Mrs, G. Hernville has
been appolinted oMcelal censor of the
costumea of women employees of one
of the largest State street department
stores. Her edlets for the attire of
the young women have been lssued.
Simplicity le the keynote of the or-
ders. Baleswomen must appear neat-
ly attired In a hlack or white shirt
walst, black skirt, halr done neatly
without artificlal sdornment and with-
out exaggerations of the fashions.
Here are some of the things Mrs.
Hernville has eliminated from the at-
tire of women and girl employees of
the store: Halr puffs, rats, fnlse
curls and halr bows; low neck col-
lars and short or extremely long
gleeves, peek-a-boo walsts or sleeves,
powder, paint or other “makeup”
flashy riogs, buckles or pins; walsts
of any other colors than black or
white; skirts of mny other color than
black; jewelry Is limited to one ring
and a locket. High collars reaching to
the ears may be worn. Bleeves of
ehirt walists must be three-quarter
length and the shirt walst be tallor-
made.

Richmond, Va.—The people
of Ginter Park, the most fash-
fonable and wealthlest suburb
of Richmond, Va.,, have formal-
ly extended the suffrage to
women.

At & meoting of the Citlzens’
Association, the governing body
of the suburb, & constitution
and by-laws were adopted, one
provision of which Is that all
males and females, white, and
over twenty-one years of age,
owning property and living In
Ginter Park, and subscribing to
the constitution and by-laws,
have a right to vote,
